Japanese Naval Disaster, 


DMIRAL TOGO reports a serious disaster 
to the Japanese fleet on May 15 off. Port 
Arthur. The protected cruiser Yoshino 
was rammed. by the cruiser Kasa in a 

dense fog, and sank. The battle-ship Hatsuse, 
of 15,000 tons, struck two Russian mines while 
covering the landing of troops and went down.

stated that the mines were laid by the Russians 
after observing the direction. taken by the 
Japanese fleet when approaching Port Arthur. 
The full text of Admiral Togo's dispatch (says 
Reuter) shows that the battle-ship was-covering 
the landing of troops when she struck a mine 
ten knots southi-enst of the jharbour entrance. 
She signalled for help, and immediately after 
struck another mine. She sank in half an hour. 
Here is the Russian version of the affair— 
With reference to the loss of Japanese war- 
ships off Port Arthur, although (says a-message 
from St. Petersburg) no Russian account of the 
matter bas been received, it is stated at the 
Admiralty that after the loss of the Petropavlovsk, 
which was caused by the Japanese carefully 
observing the route usually taken by the Russian 
war-ships in leaving the harbour, it was decided 
to carry out, if possible, a similar plan against the 
Japanese. 'Torpedo-hoats were accordingly sent 
out from Port Arthur by night to place floating 
mines in places where the enemy — appeared 
a few hours before.

It blew 
up with tremendous force under her port quarter, 
and did great damage io the Miyako’s hull. The 
vessel, however, did not sink at once, it being 
twenty-two minutes before finally dis- 
appeared, Two sailors. were killed and six 
wounded.

Russians are Surrendering. 


According to information’ received at Shanghai 
from reliable sources (says a Telegraph message), 
the Russian soldiers are constantly surrendering, 
despite, their commanders’ stringent orders. 
This is due to the reports that are ‘spreading 
of the admirable treatment which the Japanese 
give to the Russian prisoners who have already 
reached Japan. Unofficial reports state that 
the Russian troops at Kin-chau, in the southern 
portion of the Liao-tung Peninsula, are gathering 
utthe narrowest point, possibly with the design of 
cutting their way northward through the Japan- 
ese lines. Japanese scouting parties continue to 
capture small parties of Russians while recon- 
noitring to the north-west of ‘l'akushan and 
uorth- west of Feng-huang-cheng towards Hai- 
cheng. ‘The Chinese are greatly alarmed. by 
reports that the Russians intend burning Liao- 
yung ahd Mukden before evacuating those places. 
rhe Tartar General at Mukden has ordered the 
commander of the Suiching Brigade, Tien- 
chuang-tni, to occupy Newchwang directly the 
Russians finully evacuate it. 


A Sensational Report. 


The New York correspondent of the Telegraph 
says: Sensational reports were circulated here this 
afternoon [22nd] to the effect that the Japanese 
had made an unsuecessful attack- upon Port 
Arthur, and had lost 15,000 men. ‘These rumours 
emanated from St. Petersburg, and in view of 
the previous stories of a somewhat similar 
description coming from the same capital which 
proved baseless, the journals here recommend 
that the report be received with considerable 
reserve. Much interest is being displayed here 
relative to the Japanese force which is alleged 
to be sandwiched between the Russian troops at 
Mukden and the larger force at Harbin. Several 
American correspondents are at Harbin, but 


xot a word is allowed to pass the military 
censors. The reports issued by the St. Peters- 
burg and ‘Tokio military bureaux purposely 


refrain from enlightening military writers con- 
cerning certain vital points of the campaign, 


but the balance of expert opinion in America 


seems still to indicate that the first great land 
engagement will occur in the vicinity of Lino- 
yang, possibly south rather than north of that 
point. A special cablegram from Fusan printed 
to-day draws attention t» the superiority of the

The Situation at Port Arthur. 


I have had an interview (writes a special 
correspondent from Chefoo) with a captain of 
the Russian merchant service, who left Dalny 
on the 20th, and has arrived here with other 
refugees from that port. He states that the 
whole Japanese fleet has not returned to Port 
Arthur since the 15th inst., when, besides the 
Hatsuse, another big ship was struck by a mine 
and towed away disabled, The gun-boat and 
torpedo-boat flotillas returned to Port Arthur on

the 20th, when the Russians succeeded in sink- 
ing a small gun-boat and two torpedo-boats. 
My informant declared that the Russians are 
confident of their ability to hold Port Arthur, 
where they have 30,000 men, exclusive of the 
crews of the war-ships. Crowds of mechanics 
are working on tlie damaged ships, which are 
now ready to join the fleet, with the excep- 
tion of the Zsarevitch and Retvisan, and the 
engineers declare that these two will be rendy 
by June 1. The entrance to the harbour has 
been cleared, and small boats pass freely 
between Port Arthur and Dalny. The forts 
on the land side are now completed, and 
are prepared for a severe struggle. Only 
n few soldiers are left at Dalny, the majority 
having been moved to Port Arthur. The 
only defence left at Dalny is the mines in 
the harbour. Continuing, my informant said 
that the Japanese attempt to land in Kin-chau 
Bay on May 16 failed, there not being sufficient

water for the ships. There had been no fightin y 
in the vicinity of Port Arthur up-to the 2Ist. In 
the fight at Kin-chau on the 16th, two squadrons 
of Japanese cavalry were annihilated, only eight 
men escaping. Several unsuccessful attempt: 
were made to land at Talien-wan last week. 
‘The Japanese have reported to the Consuls the 
presence of a wreck in the Liao-tung Gulf 
which is dangerous ta navigntion. It is possible 
that this is one of the Japanese vessels damaged 
at Port Arthur on May 15, as the Japanese fleet 
is known to have entered the Lino-tung Gulf 
after the Hatsuse disaster. Forty Russians who 
left Dalny on Sunday arrived here to-day. They 
say that Daluy has not yet been attacked, and 
that it is reported there that the Japanese 
suffered a reverse at Kin-chau on May 1. 
The Russians, however, have failed to regain 
possession of the railway. The civilian popu- 
lation at Dalny are expecting a Japanese 
attack and are leaving that port in junk

Both wére so exhausted 
when they reached the canal-bank that they had to be 
dragged.out by bystanders... Young Fitch is a scholar at 
Gopsall Street Board School, Hox'ou, where swimming 
and “lifesaving are taucht, and are enthusiastically 
followed by the boys.

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, On Pig-Feeding. 
F gratify a Haretzeld correspondent I giye an Tilus- 


tration of a Berkshire boar, and also a few hints as 

to the generat principle of pig-feeding. I have hope 

he will be able to glean information from the latter 

which will be of service to him: Cabbage and 
lettuce-leaves, turnip-greens, and bean and pea haulm may 
be given fo pigs in moderate quutities with advantage, but 
these substances shonld be chopped up small and mingled 
in the wash, as the animals, being very fond of such food, 
will otherwise devour it too ravenously to be able properly 
to masticate it. Almost all our common roots are well 
adapted for feeding pigs; carrots, turnips, parsnips. beet- 
root, and last, but not least, the potato. are all exceedingly 
nutritive, even when given in a raw state; but that cook- 
ing tends materially to increase their nourishing powers is a 
fact well attested by numetous experiments and general 
experience. Potatoes should be steamed, the other roots 
boiled, In Guernsey the parsnip is extensively used in the 
feeding of pig», especially from September to Christmas, 
and eight perches of land, each producing on the average 
250 Ib. of this root, are considered as the general allow- 
ance of fattening a pig in store order But the flesh 
of animals thus fed is not so firm as that of pigs fed on pen 
or barley-meal with a slight addition of corn, und shrinks 
when boiled, instead of plumping. Carrots are considered 
by some persons to fatten swine more rapidly than any 
other root, and to impart a particularly delicate flavour to

the flesh; they may oe given raw. Potatoes are, however, 
the staple food in by far the N of England and 
the whole of Iveland. They should be steamed, and then 
mashed with meal or pen-fHaur in whey or sour milk (where 
it can be had), or in warh or clear water, and made of 
the consistence of porridge. The water in which the 
potatoes- have been cooked should always be thrown 
nway. This root should, however, only be given for 
a short time, as it is by no means a rapid fattener, 
and does not make firm, good fat—and never alone if it 
can be avoided. Turnips should never be given while 
any other kind ef fowl ean be obtained, as their effects 
are far from beneficial an? often quite the contrary. 
Beans and peas, green, dried, and ground, or bruised 
and macerated, form excellent food. are considered 
to produce firmer flesh, and to fatten quicker than beans, 
The grey pea is generally allowed to be the best adapted 


for swine, and to contain most nutrition, Experiments 


have been made with the blue pea, but hogs fed on it had 
always a tendency to diarrhoea. Every part of the pea, the 
hrulm, the cods, and the peas themselye:, may be used in 
feeding pigs. Sir John Sinclair found green beans also 
very advantageous food for swine: he gives preference to 
the Windsor bean, and advises that two or three suc- 
cessive erops of them should be sown in order to secure a 
constant supply from July until September. 


A Domestic Filter. 


It is undoubtedly a scandal in far too many rural districts 
that the water-supply, while not inadequate, is such that 
medical men advise all which is used fur domestic purposes 
to be boiled. For years I lived in a village where our 
supply was under suspicion, but danger was obviated by 
exercising the precaution named and also by the use of 
Alters. The still of which an Illustration is given is an 
admirable little apparatus. It can be placed on the 
kitchen range while the ordinary cooking is going on, and 
it will produce about u quart of distilled water per hour, 
It will last for years, and the water thus distilled is good 
for drinking and excellent for toilet puyposes. Concerning 
hard water a well-known medical man once wrote: The 


combinations of lime held in solution in the water we drink, I the lights altogether ou fine and warm days, and leaving 
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them tilted at night for a few nights. Then remove the 
lights altogether, and cover at night with cheese-cloth or 
scrim. During the last week in the month a few pea- 
sticks or the rolling bamboo mats will be protection enough 
at night-time, and if the weather continues mild they may 
be fully exposed. During the first week in June, if warm, 
or the second if the first is cold, plant the tomatoes 
out, pots and all. This has been found to be some pro- 
tection against eel-worm, and tends to the early fruit- 
ing of the plants. If old stakes are used, they must 
always be disinfected by soaking in a 30 per cent, solu- 
tion of iron sulphate. “Whatever stakes are used they 
should always be driven before the plants are putin. It is 
the height of folly to do as some growers do—leave the 
-plants to ramble on the ground until time can be spared to 
attend to them. The work is much more expeditiously 
done before senting. It is then an easy matter to give the 
plants their first tie as the work of l is. If 
the land is poor, give about an ounce of Clay’s or With’s 
manure to each station, stirring it in to a patch of the 
about a foot square. Plant as firmly as possible. 

ve a watering, and when the water has soaked in cover 
round toa distanee of 15in. diameter with spent mushroom 
manure. This will prevent the rapid evaporation of the 
water and help the plants much. Two stems may. be 
allowed. to come away, and when four or five bunches are 


when taken into the stomach, are soon distributed through- 
out the system and deposited in all the tissues, exactly as 
they are precipitated and form incrustations on the oms 
of kettles in which water is boiled. The result is general 
induration, partial, and often in some organ and tissues 
complete, ossification. The bones become brittle; the joints 
and museles stiff and rheumatic ; gani and stones form in 
the bladder; the kidneys, liver, heart, nerves, and brain, 


The fuchsia is indispensable for greenhouse embellish- 
ment. The single and double. varieties are equally 
beautiful in their way, and many of the sorts offered 
combine the coveted advantages of a free and graceful 
habit with the most perfect flowers, freely produced. No 
plant gives so much return for the small amount of 
trouble entailed as the fuchsia, and few plants make such 
fine specimens for showing in such a short space of time. 
Fuchsias are of very easy cultivation. Rooted cuttings 
n’| should be procured in the spring, and potted into 3 in. or 
4in. pots, using a mixture of two parts loam and one each 
of weil-decayed manure and sand. Place them near the 
glass, in a gentle warmth, and syringe freely on bright 
days, which both induces growth and tends to keep down 
insect life. Gradually give cooler treatment, and as the 
pots gets filled with roots, shift on into a Sin. or 6 in. pot,

Great Fire at Lowestoft.— The largest fire which 
has ever occurred in Lowestoft broke out in that town on 
Sunday morning last. The premises uffected were the oil
